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LIBRARY PROGRAM 
TO START AT I. U. 


Plans for the library training pro- 
gram which is being established at 
Indiana University at the request of 
I. L. A. and I. L. T. A. are progressing, 
according to Margaret I. Rufsvold, Di- 
rector of Indiana University’s Division 
of Library Science. During the past 
six months two committees of librarians 
have been assisting the University in 
organizing this work which will be 
available on the Bloomington campus 
at the opening of the Fall term in Sep- 
tember. 

Miss Rufsvold reports that it is the 
purpose of this curriculum of library 
studies to introduce students to the 
profession of librarianship and to pre- 
pare them for beginning positions in 
public libraries in accordance with the 
requirements of the Indiana Library 
Certification Board. Students will be 
required to complete a minimum of 16 
to 18 semester hours of professional 
library science courses on the under- 
graduate level as a part of the regular 
four years of college work leading to 
a bachelor’s degree. Included also in 
the four years of study are the courses 
which provide a broad general educa- 
tion in the fields of social science, 
literature, foreign language, and _ sci- 
ence; a major in one subject field; and 
directed electives in fields closely re- 
lated to library work. 

The first library science course, an 
introduction to librarianship, will be of- 
fered at the Sophomore level so that 
students may explore their aptitudes 
for library work as early as possible. 
During the Junior year students will be 
permitted to take the second library 
science course, Reference and Biblio- 
graphy. The remaining courses will be 
offered at the Senior level; these in- 
clude Book Selection, Cataloging and 
Classification, Children’s Books and 
Libraries, Administration and Practice
